Intclllg.-mcr from Washington sffys: 

“The work of laying the Alaska cable 
will he begun not later than August of 
thb year, and probably is early as July 
! 1st. The cable, which la mrir Wing 
manufactured in New York. wMl W male 
in two sections. As soon as the first *ec> 
Ihm—that U. one-half of the cable— b 
j completed It will W shipped by steamer 
to Seattle by way of Cape Horn, and 
thence to Sitka or Juneau. It is pro¬ 
posed to connect Sitka with Juneau be¬ 
fore the Seattle end of the cahl* b bid. 

‘The route marked out for the Alaska 
cable is from a point Bear Fort Lawton. 
Seattle, through the Strait of Fuca, west 
of Vancouver Isbnd amt Queen Char¬ 
lotte Islands, In deep water, to a point off 
Gipe Otnmancy. which is the extreme 
southern end of Bnraiioff bland, on 
which the town of Sitka is situated. At 
Capo Ominaney the cable will bran«ffi 
into two aeetIona, one of them lending 
to Sitka, on the west, and the other to 
Juneau, on the east. 

“It b with the object of <Mivli)g time 
4hat Geo. .Greet?, chief afgnffT oflb-er of 
tho army, b pbnning to lay the section 
of the cable from Sitka to Juneau before 
bying the southern section. Thus, ar 
rooo aa the Sltka-Jnneau line is in opera¬ 
tion, Sitka will W in communication with 
the outside world by way of the Cana- 
dbn land lines without waiting for the 
bying of the cable from Seattle Rut It 
U proposed to hasten the work of laying 
the southern end as rapidly a< posalble, 
and thb will he done as soon as the sec¬ 
ond half of the calde arrives by steamer 
from New York. It is hoped to have the 
whole Alaska cable In operation by the 
early fall. W hen that task Is completed 
It will be possible to telegraph between 
♦very principal point In Alaska and the 
United States, for wltMn a fbw weeks 
the bat section of the military land line 
will be completed in the Tanana country. 

“Th# war departments cable ship 
Burnside has already been ordered over 
from the Philippines, and will he used 
to by the Abaka cable. In discussing 
the Abska cable project Gen. Greety 
■•id: This is. of course, to be a deep¬ 
water. oeean cable, so there never can 
he any doiibt that it b a strictly Ameri¬ 
can line. It has never been proposed to 
by It by wsy of the inside passage. It 
will pass to the wesDrsrd of Vancouver 
Island and Queen Charlotte islands, sod 
thence to a point off Cape Ommaney, 
where.lt will branch to Ritka and Juneau.

Compared with tbe magnificent vtroc- 
turea of auclert Rome, onr mode-n erec¬ 
tions fade Into -iusintifiranee. Many 
Ron.nn building* of V no incnry jcoo-l 
architecture are lnipr«-*alre on account of 
their vs«t sixes. They nre. too, doubly 
fsacinating because of their greet age. 
ami also because it Is most unlikely that 
any such building* will again be put up. 
For the Roman* had a command an al¬ 
most unlimited supply of labor, in the 
form of captives from Iheir war*. 

What w«u»ld a present-day Ijondoner 
My to n theatre accommodating 40.000 
pprsons? 

A permanent theatre of such Immense 
site existed in ancleot Rome. It was the 
first atone theatre bnllt by the Romana. 
ami waa erected by pompey in B. C. 52. 
Raman Qieatres were, it must be nnder- 
atmsl. open to tbe air. an impossibility, 
of course, in our own delightful climate. 
Tbe elimination of the difficult problem 
of roofing so large a space was what al¬ 
lowed sitting areoomjodathm for such en¬ 
ormous audience*. The seat* were ar¬ 
ranged In on exact semicircle, the stage 
being raised considerably, with a large 
screen wall behind It. 

The Roman amphitheatre* were eoor- 
numa, and it ia difficult to imagine what 
wonld be the effect produced on onr 
minds by the sight of the huge audiences 
they acen’trm(wlnted. The most celebrated 
is. of course, the CoMsactim at Rome, so 
called on account of It* hugeness. Built 
by YastmsUn. and flnshed in A. I>. 8ft. it 
seated the enormous number of 80,00ft. 
The arm* wo* 180 feet by 280 fcoL and 
the outside measurement* wer* aa much 
as 320 feet by «2 fket. 

A bnilding, fieside which even the Col¬ 
osseum appear* small, was the Clrena 
Maximus, where rare* and games wen- 
held. This bnilding actually accommo¬ 
dated 400.(100 spectators! This, as an 
American wonld say. was M »omething 
like**!—Alan Leslie Snow, in the Captain.

The personnel of the" guverti- 
uieui will he considerably changed from 
that which net the legislature at the 
last session. Hon. Col. Prior ir~*~ *»*e 
House in the capacity of leader of the 
government. Associated with him Is 
Hon. W. W. B. Melnnea, who has l*een 
called to the government as provincial 
secretary since Due last sit ting of the 
House. The remaining menijber* of this 
administration, Hon. 1>. M. Eberts. Hon. 
J. D. Prentice and lion. W. C. Wells 
are familiar la their prevent oUrgg, 

Hon. C. B. Pnoley will in all probabil¬ 
ity again be Speaker of the House. 

On the opposition aide two members 
will have places who were not in the last 
House. These are T. W. Paterson and 
C. A. Reuilin. 

The gov» rnment expect to hare a Ik*- 
Jority of five. independent of the Speaker, 
apon the openin'* of the legislature. 

A comparatively short session Is ex¬ 
pected. and the minhffer* are actively en¬ 
gaged preparing for this. They claim to 
have business In shape to proceed with 
dispatch, and contend that the fault will- 
not be theirs If the session Is pro l o ng ed 

One sf the special features which pro¬ 
mises to expedite matters is that the gov- 
eminent have the estimates well in hand, 
and anticipate haring these completed by 
the time the House meets.

After being sworn he said he waa call¬ 
ed to Mr. Anderson’s house ou Ihe after¬ 
noon of Sunday. March IfHli, al**»ut 4.30 
o'chtck. He examined the young man 
(Alfred Anderscu) and told liis father he 
believed he had a fracture of Che skull 
and roiljl die. He dM 15 or 30 min¬ 
utes afterwards without haring regained 
conscioiiHncfu. Witness conducted the 
post mortem examination. He fonptl a 
alight bruise over the nose and over tbs 
right cHieek bone. There were uo ofher 
external wounds to be seen. The young 
man had a fractured skull in front of the 
ear. the fracture being about three 
inches (tusg and extending into the baae 
of the skull. 

Then* was a large clot about the sixe, 
of the hand, between the brain covering 1 
and the bone. The clot was fairly well 
organistd and the tu'morrhafs must have 1 
been alow. Hie injury was evideutiy 
sustained *omc time before* death. It 
WOT--ttftrii‘-for bhn to xny when the clot 
was formed. It aas quite reasonable 
1o R**ump that au injury rocrircd at say 
1 o’flCuek wx.ulxl prodnee the clot. All 
the other organs were in a healthy con¬ 
dition. Anderson uad a remarkably th’n 
akutl. but under ordinary rirenmatanoes 
it wxitild t-ike cousideratde force to cause 1 
sucb an injury.
